Navy  Shadowed  in  Missile  Spotiigl 


uAfE  CANAVERAL,  FLA., 

(INS) — A howling  gale  apparent- 
ly prevented  the  Navy  Monday 
from  carrying  out  another  at- 
tempt to  launch  its  Vanguard 
Satellite  Rocket. 

As  the  winds  lashed  the  mis- 
sile center,  the  Navy  continued 
preparations  for  the  test,  how- 
ever, and  still  had  hopes  of 
blasting  the  Vanguard  into  space 
early  this  week  to  create  a sec- 
ond U.S.  moon. 

The  surface  winds,  blowing 


out  of  the  Northwest,  were 
varying  from  23  to  33  miles  per 
hour,  which  is  considered  “mar- 
ginal” by  the  missileers.  A 25- 
mile  an  hour  wind  at  the  time  of 
a shoot  is  usually  enough  to 
cause  a postponement. 

The  Navy  is  known  to  have 
completed  repair  of  the  second 
stage  engine  damage  that  pre- 
vented a Vanguard  launching 
the  third  week  in  January  and 
allowed  the  Army  to  fire  the 


first  U.S.  Satellite  with  th 
piter-C  Rocket. 

A fully-mounted,  72-| 
Vanguard  with  the  second 
replaced  is  now  poised  forj 
off  on  a launching  platfon 
where  the  Jupiter-C  was 
Friday  night. 

The  high  winds  brougl 
cold  weather  to  this  Florii 
cation  area,  with  tempera 
hovering  around  47  degree 
the  sun  was  brilliant  and 
were  clear.

Lawrence  R.  Downing,  Lin- 
coln, Neb.,  toured  the  BYU  cam- 
put  and  facilities  last  Tuesday 
through  Thursday  making  notes 
on  the  Extension  Services. 

HE  IS  GATHERING  informa- 
tion for  the  formation  of  a new 
extension  operation  at  Potomac 
University,  a school  being  open- 
ed by  the  Seventh  Day  Adventist 
Church  in  Washington  D.C. 

Mr.  Downing,  a member  of 
the  Seventh  Day  Adventists  has 
a dual  interest  in  his  subject  of 
extension  study  since  he  is  doing 
work  for  a doctorate  degree  on 
the  subject  of  extension  work 
as  well  as  assisting  in  the  uni- 
versity organization. 

ASKED  ABOUT  HIS  impres- 
sion of  BYU,  Mr.  Downing  men- 
tioned the  friendliness  of  both 
students  and  staff.  The  high 
standards  of  the  students  at 
BYU  was  another  point  of  in- 
terest for  the  educator. 

The  Seventh  Day  Adventist 
Church  has  some  of  the  same 
standards  concerning  tobacco, 
alcohol,  coffee  and  tea  as  do 
members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
They  also  have  a missionary  sys- 
tem and  a tithing  arrangement 
for  their  members,  he  said. 

OTHER  UNIVERSITIES  in- 
cluded in  Mr.  Downing’s  tour 
are  the  University  of  Utah,  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California, 
University  of  Alabama,  and  the 


University  of  California  at  Loss 
Angeles.  . ' 

Facts  and  methods  of  the  ; 
extension  services  of  the  vari-  j 
ous  universities  will  be  in  cor- 
porated  in  the  doctor’s  disser-  j 
tation  Mr.  Downing  is  prepar-  | 
ing  at  the  University  of  Neb-  j 
raska. 

He  discussed  the  setting  of; 
BYU  with  its  mountains  and 
new  buildings  as  being  a beauti- 
ful campus  background.  When 
attending  the  Thursday  student 
assembly  he  declared  that  he 
was  impressed  by  the  continu- 
ance of  university  high  stan- 
dards that  influenced  the  pro- 
duction. 

Potomac  University  will  be  a 
combination  of  a college  and 
theological  seminary  presently 
operated  by  the  Seventh  Day 
Adventist  Church  in  Washington 
D.C.  according  to  Mr.  Downing. 

Curriculum  will  be  broaden- 
ed into  an  emphasis  on  graduate 
study  mainly  for  the  graduates 
of  the  eight  other  Seventh  Day 
Adventist  colleges  in  the  United 
States. 

Extension  services  at  the  new 
university  wilL  be  similar  to 
those  at  BYU  since  they  will  be 
directed  mainly  at  the  members 
of  their  church.  Mr.  Downing 
has  been  dean  of  the  correspon- 
dence school  in  Washington  D. 
C.  of  the  Seventh  Day  Advent- 
ists and  may  continue  extension 
work  at  the  new  university.
